The regular meeting of the City

Council of the City of Torrance,
was held in the Council Chambers
at Torrance, California, May 17th,
1932, and was called to order at

7:45°7L M. by Mayor Klusman.

The following Councilmen were
pregent: COUNCILMEN: Conner,
Ladlow, Steiner, Wright and Klus-
man.

Couneilman Steiner moved that
the minutes of the regular meet-
ing of May 4th, 1932, and the min-
utes of an adjourned regular meet-
ing of May 11th, 1932, be adopted.

Councilman Ludlow' seconded the
motion, which was carried unani-
mously.

Clerk Bartlett read a communi-
cation from the Board of Educa-
tion, Los Angeles, addressed to
Mayor Klusman, expressing thanks
for the information that the propo-
sition concerning the charter is a
closed issue as far as the Council
is .concerned. It is thought con-
tracts for the erection of the Fern
Avenue School will soon be award-
ed unless some unexpected matter
shall vimterfere. Councilman Steiner
maved the letter be fileds Coun-
cilman Ludlow seconded the mo-
tion, which was carried unani-
mously.

A  communication from the
County of Los Angeles, Office of
Counfy Surveyor, under date of
April® 18th, 1932, was read, re-
questing jurisdiction over the open-
ing, widening and extending of
State Street In the City of Tor-
rance, under the proceeding of
County Street Opening District
No. 137.

County Buys More
Beach Frontage

T.os Angeles county today has
public beach frontage on the west
coast, where still water bathing
can be enjoyed by the public. Pur-
chase of 2566 feet of frontage be-
tween the Santa Monica pier and
the Deauville Beach club was con-
summated by the supervisors this
week at $330 a front foot.

‘While the county paid down but
$25,000, and receives title to but
70 feet at this time, it is to have
the use of the entire 256 feet, with
a three-year option to purchase
the remaining 186 feet at the rate
of 62 feet each year, with payment
of $20,000 each year.
